When the Late King appear'd 8 
on 4 ſudden laft Summer in France, after the Defeat at the Boyn, it was 
obſervable, that tho the French King was ſurprized at bis Preſence, yet be 
received him with all the ſeeming joy in the World ; thinking it not fit to dif 
courage a Prince, whom be bad ſtill further gccafion for. iz bas already 
been ſeen into by ſome great Officers, even in 1be Iriſh ly 4 who' begin to 
be at a ftand bow to manage, ſince they can have no other Proſpedt from the 
ſuccrſs of their own preſent Aﬀairs, but future Ruin to their Connirey. 
Secondly, Suppoſe the War already ended, and the Late King ſent in- 
to England, with all the Grandewr that France could afford bim, and re- 
exived here by the conſent of every Body : Tet the French King bay a very 
large Bull to bring in, which bel certainly d cannot be diſcharged with 
the Poſſ. ſion f Ireland ; what then can be mire rationally intinded, than 
that one day or other, England may be brought to a ſevere account for _ 
P 
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4 jt , and the non-repaymemt of them ſhall be a ſufficient Pretence 
Pet ar, when be finds an Opportunity, tho King James bimſelf ſate at 
the Helm ? For bow eaſy a thing it is to break, all Rules whatever, when a 
man bas the Power in bis own band, is known to moſt men. - Thoſe then 
who favour bim moſt, will only bave #he bonour to be laſt devoured ; and & 
ven thoſe of bis own Perſuafion, will bave cauſe to wiſh themſelves, rather 
under @ Proteſtant Prince , than a Popilh Tyrant : We ſee further , 
that His Preſent Majrſty bas not declared it a War of Religion, butt is link: 
ed in a Confederacy with a great many Princes of theRomiſh Church, that 
have all the ſame reaſon to dread the growing- Power of France, wbo neither 
ſpares Proteſtant when be hs an opportunity, nor a Papift when be can gain by 
tt. And yet if we look narrowly into the thing, the preſent War of Ireland 
is both more difficult and expenſive for him to ſupport, than it is for England, 
both as to the diſtance of place, and multiplicity of other Diverſions ; for the 
bes a great Prince, yet his Power is not without limits. 
-  Thurdly, It neither was , nor is the Intereſt of Their preſent Majeſti 
only that we are ftrnggling for, but under then for the Liberties of England, 


. and that againſt the moſt dangerous that our Nation ever : this

and will ſerve him even to death it ſelf, what be pleaſes to-command them } 
fr the Bwarrel is not, Whether the Late King, or the Prefent, ſhall Rule in 
ngland ? but whether the French King ſbell owr Countrey, or we 
keep it to owr ſelves ? Neither is it only the King and Dween's Quarrel that 
wwe” ſpend ſo much Treaſure in , and- loſe thoſe Nen ( as is frequently 
objedted,) but it's the King that makgs bimſelf a Drudge for ore (if T may 
fo expreſs it) running all Hazards, and ſuffering all Hardſhips poſſible up- 
on that Account. He was a Rich and Great Prince before, and wanted nei- 
ther Glory nor Power to have lived happy and magnificent z nor is it likely be 
bad any Deſign to provide for bis Poſterity in what be did, fince we are as yet 
deprived of ſo great a Bleſſing. And whatever may be called nnnatxral in 
this War, is for the Father of bis Country to endeavour the depriving both 
= Natural and Legal Children of what God and Nature bave made them 
eiys to, 
Fourthly, King James might have been one of the greateft and happidft 


(Pronces in Earope, notwithſtanding bis Keligion 3 and the Roman-Catho- 


licks enjoyed the ſame Privilege as to the excreiſe of heirs, that other Diſſen- 


ters do at this day, if that would but bave pleaſed them ; but-it was an odd

_ Alirtle before this, the Proteftants in Ireland were indaily expeRta- 
tion of Arms, Ammunition, Commiſſons, and ſome Forces: from 
England; and it's more than probable,that if they had got them,or noe 
hop” 
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March. hop'd for them, the Buſineſs had coſt neither ſo much Blood, or 
LEV ds Treaſure as fince it hasz yet ſome adviſed, not to make any ſhew 
of diſcontent, tilt they had an Opportunity, and were in a condition 
to make their party good, by the arrival of Succours from England: 
But the greater part, impatient of delays, begin to liſt Men, and 
with what Arms they could get, to make a ſhew of forming an Ar- 
Rout at Drum- My. Againit thoſe in the North, Licutenant-General Hambleton 
more,March 14. marched, with about One Thouſand of the Standing Army, and 
nigh twice as many Rapparces,ina diſtin Body; they met at Drane- 
more, in the County of Down, and on the 14.0f March the Proteſtants 
were routed with no great difficultyz and no wonder, for they 
were very indifferently provided with Arms, Ammunition and Com- 
mandersz nor was their Diſcipline any better : This was called af- 
terwards, The Break of Drummore, (a Word common amongſt the I- 
riſh Scots for a Rout). At 'the ſame rate were ſome others ſerved 
ſhortly after, at a place called Kileleigh, under one Hunter, and thoſe 
that reſiſted had the ſame Fate, at ſeveral other places. In the mean 
time Major-General Macarty, by the ſame meaſures, and ſome lictle 
Attifices, brought the Proteſtants of Mwnfter under the ſame Cir- 

cumſtances. | 
This gave occafion to King James and my Lord Tyreonnell, to take

as they knew 1t was impoflible for us to:come at'them, the Ri- 
ver being very deep and a Bank of nigh ten yards high on ouc 
fide.

The King went to change his Coat, and get his ſhoulder dref{- 
ſed, and then rid about to ſee his Army come in, which were 
all this while marching, and encamping in two Lines.. And 
here Icannot but take notice of a fignal peice of Providence in 
the preſervation of the Kings Perſon, for whatever ill effects ir 
might have had for the future, it would have been of facal conſe- 
quence to the Army at that time,ifhe had fallen, ſince inſtead of 
our going to them,the Iriſh would have been ready tohave come 
to us next morning,and how we would haye received them there's 
none can tell. I have met with ſeveral that will not believe, that 
the King was touched with a Canon Buller at all, and if ſo,that 
it was impoſlible it ſhould not kill him, but I was preſent when 
the thing hapned, and therefore can affirm the truth of it. 
I haye ſeen a great many odd accidents in wounds with Canon

Cromwel's Fort, playing them upon the Town and the Out- 
works; and before Five a Clock in the Afternoon, all our 
Army was marched in, and moſt of them encampe within 
Cannon-ſhot. In a Siege the firſt ewo things chat are to 
be regarded, is the ſafe encamping our Men, and the drawing 
the Line of Countervallation, to prevent the Enemy from Sal- 
lying ; buc the latter of chefe we did not much mind, becauſe 
I ſuppoſe we did not much fear any deſperate Sallies ; and the 
former was in fome meaſure prevented by the fifuation of our 
Camp. The Danes encampt to the Lefr, where they found an 
Old Fort built by their Anceſtors, which they were very proud 
of; and from thence they fired Three or Four Field-Pieces up- 
on the Iriſh that lay entrenched between them and the Town.

Monſieur Cambon, our Quarter-mafſter Gene- 
ral, was very diligent, in order- to have the ;Irenches opened 
chat night ; and all things being prepared, Seven Batcalions, 
conſiſting of Engliſh, Danes, Dutch, and French Foot, command- 
ed by the Prince of Fyrienberg Lieutenant General, Major 
General Kirk, Major General Tettaw, and Sir Henry Bellaſis ge 
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one another, ſeveral Regiments having never been in Trenches 
before : they were commonly Seven Battalions on at a time,and *' 
relieved at Twelve a Clock at night : but this mechod was al 
tered, for a reaſon to be givenatterwards. This night we ad- 
vanced our Trenches, -and attackt the 1riſh at ths two old 
Chimneys, the Granadeers threw in their Granades, and then 
endeavoured to get over ; this occaſioned a general firing from 
our Trenches, and alſo from the Town 3 the King himſelf was 
at Cromwells Fort to ſee what happen'd (as* he was conſtantly 
every night.)

Twenty ſeven Erg/ih Horle : At the Noile he advanced with 
this Party, and leaping a Dnch, he engaged immediately a 
Squadron of the iſh Horſe, and broke them. Then: came in 
Lieutenant Colonel Windbem, and Captain Lacy, as alſo ſome 
Durch and Daniſh Horſe: Theſe charged the 7 that (allied, 
and beat them back, following them almoſt to the very Gate. 
But we being expoſed to all the Enemies Shot from the Walls, 
loſt ſeveral in coming off ; amongſt the reſt, Captain Lacy, a 
Gentleman mach lamented by all that knew him. The King 
ſaw all this Action, (as indeed he did moſt things that hapned, 
going ofren into the Trenches, and never without danger) ex- 
omg Himſelt co be in pain for Major #04, when he fiw 
im and his Party in ſuch danger, loſing the greate{t part of 

them. Captain Needbam, after all was over, and he leading his 
Mea off, was ſhct by a — and died immediately. 
Ve 
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We loſt at the taking of the Fort, and at the. Sally: afterwards, 
58 Foot kill'd, and 140 wounded ; Horſemen, 21 kill'd, 54 
wounded ; 64 Horſes killd, 579 wounded ; beſides the Danes, 
Theſe Men fold their Lives dear, and you my believe 
the Enemy gain'd nothing by this Afrernoons Work ; for the 
next Morning two Drummers made their Eſcape. out of Town, 
who told us, the Enemy had loſt above 300 Men; and in two 
Hours after came a Cornet and four 'Trumpeters from the Ene- 
mies Camp. That Afternoon Captain Bowrn was kilPd, as he 
was marching down to relieve the Trenches 3; and Major Mor- 
giſen was wounded with a Cannon-bullet as he lay in Bed, of 
which he died in two days. 

The 22d. we raiſed a Battery of Eight Guns, moſt Twenty 
four pounders, nigh the Fort that we took the day betore, from 
whence we beat down Two Towers that ſtood upon the Wall, 
out of which the Enemy fired upon our Trenches. That night 
we threw good ſtore of Bombs and. Carcaſles into Town, which 
diſturb'd the Enemy very much,. moſt of them having never 
ſeen ſuch things before. 

The 23d. there was a Drum ſent, and a Truce towards the 
Evening, for the Burying the Dead kill'd on both ſides at the 
taking the Fort, When. our People came to look amongſt the 
Dead, they found a French Officer wounded, and his Horſe ly- 
ing upon him, and yet-the Gentleman wasalive, and, as I heard, 
he recover'd, tho' he lay from Wedneſday till Saturday in the 
Evening. I cannot omit a pleaſant Adventure that fell out at 
the taking the Fort, between a Chaplain in the Army and a 
Trooper. This Chaplain hapned to go down after the ,Fort 
was taken, and ſeeing a Trooper mortally wounded, .in all 
appearance,he fancy'd himſelf obliged to give him his beſt Ad- 
vice : The other was very thankful for it ; and whilſt chey were 
about the matter, comes the Sally. Our Horſe came thundring 
down, at which the Cler ym making haſte to get out of their 
way, he ſtumbled and fell down, The woundeg, Trooper. fee- 
ing him fall, judg'd he had been kill'd, and ſtepe to him imme: 
diately ro ſtrip him, and in a trice had got his Coat off on ons 
ſide: The other call'd co him to hold, and ask'd him what he 


meant. Sir, (ſays the other) I bg your pardon 3 for I believed 
you were kill d, and therefore 1 t my ſelf obliged to take care 
of your Clothes, as well as you did of my Sow. - 
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Camp, from a Caſtle ſome twelve 'or fourteen Miles off, called 
Nienosb Rownd : Theſe kept out the Caſtle for Twenty four hours 
noninſ Major General Ginke and his Party of about 15co 
Horſe and Dragoons ; they kill'd us Fourteen Men ; but ſeeing 
two Cannon come, and the Soldiers very buſie in bringing F ag- 


gots for a Battery, they ſubmitted ro Mercy. Their Commander Nignagh c- 


was one Captain O Bryan. This Afternoon alſo one of Colonel file taken. 
Leviſon's Dragoons was hanged, for deſerting. In the Evening 
our Bombs and red-hot Balls began to fly, which ſer part of the 
Town on fire, which burnt all that night, deſtroying a great 
quantity of Hay, with ſeveral Houſes. I remember we were 
all as well pleaſed to ſee the Town flaming as could be, which 
made me refle& upon our Profeffion of Soldiery, not to be 
overcharg'd with Good-nature. 


The 24th. we fired pretty ſmartly, but our Guns only ſtruck qucher Bat. 


the top of the Wall off, and theretore we raiſed a new Battery tery. 
within ſixty Yards of the Wall, and thae Night drew the Angle 

of our Trenches within twenty Yards of the Counterſcarp ; 
Thirty Voluntiers out of a Regiment working very diligently, 
and had Two ſhillings apiece for their pains; ſeveral Woo [- 
ſacks being carried down to ſecure our Men from Shot as they | 
were at work. Monday morning we began to fire from our 
new Battery, and the Breach in the Wall began to be conſidera- 
ble ; which the Enemy ſeeing, brought abundance of Wool- 
ſacks, to damp the force of our Cannon. This was like Foſ+- 
phas's defending his Towns in Galiikee, who filled large Sacks full 
of Chaff, and hung them over the Walls, to defend them from 
the Battering Rams of the Romans ; for Cannons were not then 
invented. 

The King fent his Gunners ſome Drink down to the Batte- 75 Breach 
ries, which made them ply their Work very heartily ; and for appears, 
all the Wool-ſacks, the Wall began to fly again ; and early that 
Morning were two Cannon planted about 30o Yards to the 
right of our Trenches, in order to beat down the Bridge : But 
we were too late a beginning this Work; the iſh ſecin 
what we intended, were very much afraid of the Bridge, ns 
and therefore they planted ewo Guns without the Town, in the 
King's Iſland, which plaid upon our Battery , and alſo flanke 
their own Counterſtarp. You 00 know, that two or three 
2 days 
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hours together, that the Soldiers were a up to the 
in the Trenches. This look'd very ill, and therefore we were 
obliged to haſten our Work, leſt the Rains ſhould force us to 
deſift. That Night therefore a Council of War was held, whe 
ther we ſhou'd make an Attack upon the Counterſicarp next 
day; and it was deferred till Wedneſday, becauſe as yer the 
Breach was not wide enough : Monſicur Cambon was tor defer- 
ring it for.two or three days longer, which had been a great 
happineſs if it had 3 and yet this could not well be, for our Any 
munition began to ſink. 

Tueſday the 26th. we ply'd the Breach ha:d all day with: nigh 
Twenty Cannon from ſeveral Batteries, and in the Night falw 
ted the Town after the uſual manner, with Fireballs, Bombs, and 
Carcafſes. And on 

Wedneſday the 29th.'a Breach being made nigh St. Foby's Gate, 
over the Black Battery, that was about Twelve Yards in length, 
and pretty flat, as it appear*d to us, the King gave Orders that 
the 5x ruin ſhould be atrack'd that Afternoon ; to which 
purpoſe a great many Wool-ſacks were __ down, and 
pood ſtore of Ammunition, with other things ſuitable for ſuch 
a Work. All the Granadeers in the Army were ordered to 
march down into the Trenches, which they did. Thoſe being 
above Five hundred, were commanded each Company by thei 
reſpeRtive Captains, and were to make the firſt Attack, being 
ſupported by one Battalion of the Blue Dutch on the Right, 
then Lieutenant General Douglas's Regiment, Brigadeer Sts 
#rt's, my Lord Meath's, and my Lord Laburs's, as alſo a Bra 
denburgh Regiment. Theſe were all poſted towards the Breach; 
upon the left of whom were Colonel Cutts and the Danes. Liew 
tenant General Deugias commanded, and their Orders were tc 

flefs themſelves of the Countericarp, and maintain it. We 

d alſo a Body of Horſe drawn up, to ſuccour the Foot upon 
occaſion. About half an hour after Three, the Signal being 
given by firing three Pieces of Cannon, the Granadeers being 
in the furthe(t Angle of our Trenches, leaps over, and run to 
wards the Counterſcarp, firing their Pieces, and throwing thei 
Granades. This gave the Alarm to the rj, who had thei 
Guns all ready, and diſcharged great and ſmall Shot upon us & 
Gaſt as *twas poſſible : Our Men were not behind them r - 

ther; 
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ther ; fo that in leſs than two Minutes the Noiſe was ſo terri- 
ble, that one would have thought the very Skies ready to rent 
in funder. This was ſeconded with Duſt, Smoke, and all the 
Terrors that the Art of Man could invent, to ruine and undo 
one another ; and to make it the more uneaſie, the Day it ſelf 
was exceſlive hot to the By-ſtanders, and much more ſure in all 
reſpe&s ro thoſe upon ation. Captain Carlile, of my Lord 
Drogbeda's Regiment, run on with his Granadeers to the Coun- 
terſcarp, and tho' he received two Wounds between that and 
the Trenches,yet he went forwards, and commanded his Men to 
throw in their Granades ; but in the leaping into the dry Ditch 
below the Counterſcarp, an Iriſbmas below ſhot him dead. 
Lieutenant Barton however encouraged the Men, and they gor 
upon the Counterſcarp, and all the reſt of the Granadeers 
were as ready as they. By this time the Ib were throwing 
down their Arms, - and running as faſt as they could into 
Town ; which our Men perceiving, entred the Breach pell- 
mell wich chem, and aboye half che Earl of Drogheda's Grana> 
deers, and ſome others, were actually in Town. The Regt 
ments that were to ſecond the Granadeers went to the Coun- 
terſcarp, and having no Orders to go any further, there ſtope. 
The Ir; were all running from the Walls, and quite over the 
Bridge, itito the Erg/;þ Town » but ſeeing but a few of our 
Men enter, they were with much ado perſuaded to rally z and 
thoſe that were in, ſeeing themſelves not followed, and their 
Ammunition being ſpent, they deſigned to retreat 3 but ſome 
were ſhot, ſome taken, and the reſt came out again, but very 
few without being wounded. The I; then yentured upon 
the Breach again, and from the Walls and every place ſo pe 
ſter'd us upon the Counterſcarp, that after nigh three hours re- 
fiſting Bullets, Stones, (broken Bottles, from the very Women, 
who bollly ſtood in the Breach, and were nearer our Men 
than their own) and whatever ways could be thought on. ts 
deſtroy us, our Anamunicion being ſpent, it was judged ſafeſt 
20 return to our Trenches, When the Work was at the notteſt, 
the Brandenburgh Regiment ( who behaved themſelves. very 
well ) were got upon the Black Battery, where the Enemies 
Powder hapned to take fire, and blew up a great many of 
them, the Men, Faggots, Stones, and what nor, flying into the 
Air with a malt terribls noiſe, Colonel Curts was commanded 
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by the Duke of Fyrtemberg to march towards the Spur at the 
South Gate, and beat in the Fi that appeared there 3 which 
he did,” tho? he loſt ſeveral of his Men, and was himſelf 
wounded : For he went within halt Musket-ſhot of the Gate, 
and all his Men open to the Enemies Shot, who lay ſecure 
within the Spur and the Walls. The Danes were not idle all 
this while, but fired upon the _— with all imaginable fury, 
and had ſeveral killd ; bat the miſchief was, we had but one 
Breach, and all towards the Left it was impotiible to get into 
the Town when the Gates were ſhut, if there had been no 
Enemy to oppoſe us, without a great many Scaling-ladders, 
which we had not. From half an hour after Three, till after 
Seven, there was one continued Fire of both great and ſmall 
Shot, without any intermifton 3 infomuch that the Smoke that 
own reached in one continued Cloud to the 
top of a Mountain at leaſt fix Miles off. 

When our Men drew off, ſome were brought up dead, and 
ſome without a Leg z others wanted Arms, and ſome were 
blind with Powder ; —_—_ a great many of the poor Bren 
denburgers look'd like Furies, with the Misfortune, of Gun- 

wder. One Mr. Upton getting in amongſt the {ih in 

own, and ſeeing no way to eſcape, went in the Crowd un- 
diſcovered, till he came at the Governour, and then ſurrendred 
himſelf. There was a Captain, one Bedloe, who deſerted the 
Enemy the day before, and now went upon the Breach, and 
fought bravely on our ſide ; for which His Majeſty gave him a 
Company. 

The King ſtood nigh Cromwels Fort all the time, and the 
Buſineſs being over, He went to His Camp very much con 
cern'd, as indeed was the whole Army ; for you might have 
ſeen a mixture of Anger and Sorrow in every bodies Counte- 
nance. The hiþ had ewo ſmall Field pieces planted in the 
King's Iſland, which flankt heir own Counterſcarp, and in our 
Attack did us no {mall damage, as did alſo two Guns more 
that they had planted within the Town, oppoſite to the Breach, 
and charged with Cartridge-ſhot. 

We loft at leaſt Five hundred upon the Spot, and had a 


thouſand more wounded, as I underſtood by the Surgeons of. 


our Hoſpitals, who are the propereſt Judges. The 7jſh loſt a 
great many by our Cannon, and other waysz but it cannot 
be 
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be ſuppoſed that their Loſs ſhould be equal to ours, fince it's a 
much eaſier thing to defend Walls, chan 'tis by plain Strengeh 
to force __ from thems and one Man within, has the ad- 
vantage of four without. Nor poſlibly may it be amiſs to in- 
ſert the Liſt of the Officers kill'd and wounded at the Attack, 
in the Five Ezgl;h Regiments that were upon Duty, as it was 
taken exactly next day.

Service: Nor are there any of the Forreigners, who loſt full as 
many as the Erg/rh; ſo that Pm afraid this did more then 
countervail the loſs that the Iriſh had during the whole >Seige, at 


leaft in the numher of Men. 


Next day the King ſent a Drummer, in order to a Truce, that 


the Dead mighe be buried, but the Iriſþ had no mind co it; 
and now the Soldiers were in hopes that the King would make 
a ſecond Attack, and ſeem'd refolv'd to have the Town or dye 
But this was too great a hazard to run at one 
Place, and they did not know how ſcarce our Ammunition was, 
it being very much waſted the day before ; this day however 
we continued Battering the Wall, and it begun to Rain ; and 
next day it was very Cloudy all about, and Rain'd very faſt; 
{o that every Body- began to dread the Conſequences of it. 
The King therefore calls a Council of War, wherein it was Re- 
folv'd co quit the Town and Raiſe the Siege, which as the Cafe 
ſtood then with us, was no doubt the moſt prudent thing that 
The Siege Raj- could be done. We drew off therefore our heavy Cannon 
from the Batteries by degrees : And on Saturdsy Auguſt the 
30. we marched greateſt part of them as far as Cariganl:(s, the 
Guard being the Earl of Drogheda's and Brigedeer Stuart's Rp 
giments. The Rain which had already fallen had ſoftned the 
ways, and we found fome difficulty in getting off our Guns, 
eſpecially ſince for the moſt part we were obliged to draw 
them with Oxen, a part of our Train Horſes being diſpoſed of 
to the Enemies uſe before ; and this was one main Reaſon for

From Waterford His 
Majeſty ſent back the Right Honourable Henry Lord Viſcount 
Sidney,and Tho. Conyng by Eſq; to the Camp 3 they,with Sir Charles 
Porter, having a Commiſſion to be Lords Juſtices of Ireland ; 
The King ſer Sail with a fair Wind for Engiand, where he was 
received with an _univerfal rejoicing; and the Two Lords Ju» 
ſtices on the Fourth of Seprember came-to che Camp, then at 
Cullen, where they ſtaid till the Sixth; in whith two days, they, 
and the General, Count Solmes, ordered all Afﬀeairs relating to 
the Army.

All theſe, and a great many more inconveniencies 
were ſeen into at that Inſtanr ; bar che dividing the Army 
was impraQiicable, becauſe that when one Part had been over 
the River, they muſt have marched feveral Miles to the Right, 
and then down again, before they could come nigh the other 
fide of the Town, by reaſon of a vaſt Bog that runs from 
the Town a great way croſs the Country, and then it was no 
eaſie thing to bring Proviſion to thoſe : and beſides, it che Rains 
had fallen ( as it often threatned us) that part of the Army 
which had gone over, muſt have run the hazard either of 
ſtarving, or fighting their whole Army, or both ; for the $ha- 
zox riſes all on a ſudden, and the leaſt fwelling in the World, 
would have made it impafſible for the-Army, ſince it was 
with great difficulty that ſingle Regimerits could get over as it. 
was, and it never has been ſeen ſo low in many years. Nor 
had we Men enough, to make what Works were convenient, 
to ſecure both Parts of the Army from Sallies or Affaulcs 
from without, if we had been divided. We know Ceſar 
at the Siege of Ajexie, ſhut in Eighty thouſand ' Guals 
made a Line of Countervallation of Eleven Miles Cireurnfe- 
rence ; and one of Circumvallation that was Fourteen, For- 
tifying both theſe wich Sharp Stakes, and vaſt Holes in the 
Ground, {lightly covered over ; by which, he both reduced 
thar great Army within to his Merey, - and kept-off a much 
greater, that delign'd to Raiſe the Siege.

Induſtry © A Charles Blunt Baron 
Montyoy, then Lord Deputy, the 1iſh were defeated, and the 
Spaniards forced to go home upon diſhonourable Terms.) 

But ro return again to Dsblm,. and the Aﬀairs of thae 
part of the Kingdom. On the 18th of OZober the Blue Darch 
Guards ſet fail for Eng/and, and a day. or twq afterwards land- 
ed Colonel Mathewr's Dragoons'and Count Schbombers's Horle 
trom-thence. And now after the taking of Cork and Kingſale, 
part of the Iriſh Army that was in Kerry made ſeveral Incurſi- 
ons, and burnt all the Towns and Villages of the Countics of 
Cerk, and Limerick, that had hitherto eſcap'd. My Lard Duke 
of Berwick dined in Charlewil-houſe ,” one of the .Second-rate 
Houſes of theſe Kingdoms, built by the late Earl of Orrery, 
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and afrer Dinner order'd it to be far'd, and ftaid to fee it in 


Wo Aſhes. And choſe of the Iriþ Army that lay berween Limerick 


and Arblone, burnt Balibey , wherein were Six Companies of 
my Lord Progheda's Regiment: The thing was thus.  Lieat. 
Col. Briftow was at the Breaking-up of the Camp-at Birr ors 
dered to Kilkwrmack Caſtle, a contiderable Pats, and within 
Two Miles of Balliboy ; but he liking Beiiiboy better, as a Place 
of more Forrage and Shelter for the Men, quizted the other, 
and cook moſt of his Men into that open Village; which che 
triſh having notice of, came in the night, and lay in che Hedges 
nigh the Town. Our Men had heard of the deſigned Attempt 
the day before, and defired Colonel Brifow to deliver out 
Ammunition ; but he apprehending no danger, took no care to 
prepare for ſuch a Miſchief : However, our Men fate up all chat 
night, and ſent out a Lieutenant, with Twenty Men mounted, 
to learn Tidings of the Enemy, who returned without diſcove- 
ring any, for they were all this while cloſe in the Hedges. Ab 
ter Revallia, the Officers and Soldiers, thinking all ſafe, went to 
their Lodgings, all but the ordinary Guard : They. had nor 
been diſperſed half an hour, till the Iriſh ſet both ends of the 
Town on fire. The Officers and Soldiers made what haſte 
they coutd to a Mount towards the middle of the Town, 
where they ſtaid till a Party of Dragoons came from Birr to 
their Relief; for the Ii after ſome imall time drew off, and 
would not adventure to force them from the Mount, tho' they 
were four times our number. We had about Twenty eight 
kill'd, and ſome wounded : And Captain Hemry Gore, as he was 
going towards the Mount, had a Rencounter with ſome of 
the Fiſh Granadeers , in which with Club-Musket he had 
his Jaw-bone broke, and ſeveral Wounds on the Head ; but 
he is fince recoverd. We kil'd ſeveral of the Enemy, 
both in the Streets, and in the Houſes (that they went to 


The 21th. ſome of the ces march'd towards Philig/o 
toxin in the King's County. A Party of ours going out to diſcos 
ver them, rook ewo of their Officers and hanged them. And 
the 23d.” being the Anniverſary of the former Iriſh Rebellon, 
was kept with great Solemnity 3 a Proclamation being iſſued 
out the day before, commanding the Sixteenth 'of Nowember 
to be kept as a day of Thankſgiving, for preſerving the King,

On the 2Sth. there came an Account from Meer/cours in the 
County of WeH-Meath, that part of the Enemies Forees ad- 
from Lanerberough in the County of ord, and camo 
within ſix Miles of Meer/coure, but retreated withonur any harm 
done to eicher fide. If I am not much miſtaken, when we left 
Limerick, it was our Bufinefſs (and Advice was given according- 
ly) to ſecure all the Paſſes upon the Shanon ; which had been 
eafic at that crime, our Army being rogether, and in the Field ; 
for theſe, and the Caſtles all along by the Shanon fide, mighe 
cality have been made tenable, where our Men might have 
been ſecure, and had a very plentiful Country at their Backs 
for "their Relief and then might have made Incurſinns 
into Coneught when they pleaſed : in ſtead of that, we re- 
tired further into ehe Country, and 18ft them all che Paſſes and 
Forrs upon the Shawn ; by which means they are not to be kepe 
in their own Province, as they might have been, but can borh 
keep us out, and alſo come amongſt us when they haye a mind 


' Abone this time the Enemy gave leave to feveral Protefants goierdt Prore, 
to come off, who gave account, that all things were very fants come 
ſcarce amongſt them, Whear being generally about Ten pound from Lime- 
(Braſs Money) a Barrel; Male, Nine pound 3 Brandy, Threz "*- 
_ a Quartz Ale, Two Shillings fix pence ; Mens Shooes, 
irty ſhillings ; Sale, Twenty ſhillings a Quart : And thar the 
iſh Army were in a very miferable condition im all reſpects.

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November. The Fourth of November, being His Majeſties Birth-day, was 
FP obſerved with allthe Splendour that Place conld afford, all-the 
Birth-427 Town Militia were drawn out, being 2500-Foot, twa Troops of 
Dublia Mili- Horle, and two of Dragoons, all well Cloathed and'Armed; and 
fla, at.nighe the Lords Juſtices made an Entertainment for the moſt 
Conkiderable Perſons in and about the Town : The next day alfo 
being the Fifth of November, was obſerved according to the 
Ac of Parliament. By this time Commiſſions being given out 
tor Lords Lieutenants and Deputy Lieutenants ; as alſo for Of 
ficers of the Militia in the Country, they had got. Arms, and 
were in a pretty good Condition. And on the Firſt day of 
the Term, Mr. Sergeant O»burn, Their Majeſties Serjeant at 
Law, moved the Court of King's Bench, for Writs of Certis- 
rari, to remove all Indi&tgents of High Treaſon, found in i 
veral Counties of this Kingdom, againſt thoſe in Rebellion 
againſt the King and Queen, which was granted, and Writs 
Ilued out accordingly ; Propoſals were made alſo by the Com 
miſſioners for the Forfeited Eſtates, to fer Leaſes for a year of 
all Lands, that are Forfeited in this Kingdom, but I did 
not hear of many Tenants; for amongſt other chings there

Country paid and {:cured, which are too long to inſert, bur ve- 
ry Commendable if they had been obſerved. And the Gene- 
ral and Lords Juſtices conſulting together, the Juſtices ſend 
out a Proclamation the Fourteenth , tor regulating the Quar- 
tering the Army, and aflertaining the Rates of things ; as what 
ſhould be paid by each Soldier tor all forts of Provifions, and 
Confirming the General's Orders Publiſhed the day before. 
We had News brought from Limerick, by a Lieutenant that 
deſerted, of ſeveral Inconveniencies the Enemy were put to, 
but theſe were only true in part: there was a Report alſo, that 
a ſupply of Arms, Ammunition, and Money was come from 
France, and this was true in ſome reſpe& ; for at that time there 
was a Ship with Arms, Ammunition, and ſome Proviſions on 
Board, with about Sixty Officers deſigned for Limerick, but 
caſt away in that River, and all the Men loft. 

The Rapparees all this while were very buſie about Caſhall 
and Clonmel, and did a great deal of miſchief : this occaſioned 
ſome of our Army to joyn part of the Militia, who went to- 
wards Cullen, and burnt the-Corn, bringing away a good Booty 
without any oppoſition. 

The Fifteenth of November Colonel Byerly's Horſe marched 
from Dublin to Mount Nelick, a Village towards the Frontiers ; 
and on the 19th. the Lords Juſtices Publiſh a Proclamation, 
Declaring, That if any ot their Majeſties Proteſtanes Subjects 
had their Houſes or Haggards burnt ; or were Robb'd or Plun- 
dred by the Rapparees, ſuch Lofles ſhould be repaid by the 
Popiſh Inhabitants of that County. And in regard the Popiſh 
Prieſts had great Influence over their Votaries, ic-was ordered, 
That if any Rapparees exceeding the Number of Ten were 
ſken in a Body, no Popith Prieſt ſhould have liberty to reſide in 
ſuch a County. And it was further declared, That the Govern- 
ment would not give Prote&ion to any Perſon that had a Son 
in the Encmics Quarters, unleſs fuch Son return to Their M- 
jelties Obedience, before che Tenth of December next following. 
And in regard at this time the Government was apprehenſive of 
ſome danger nigh Dwblin it felf, they Publiſh a Proclamation 
the 22d. That all Papiſts, who have not been nored Houfſe- 
keepers in the City of Du4lin tor Three Months lait paſt, were

November. within Forty eight Hours to depart, at leaſt Ten Miles from 
ww the City, or elſe to be proceeded againſt as Spies ; and that not 
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above Five Papiſts ſhould meet together upon any Pretexe 
whatever. 

About the 24th. there was great talk of a _ diſcovered 
to the Lords Juſtices, of ſending a Supply, of Meal Salt, Tobac- 
co, Brandy, and ſeveral other things, from Dublin to the Ene- 
mies Quarters. Thoſe who were carrying theſe things were 

urſued, and overtaken in the County of K:ldare, upon a By 
Road: they all made their eſcapes howeverz but one of them 
being a Woman, dropt a Petticoat, in which was found a Let- 
ter, and alſo another in a Rowl of Tobacco, which gave grounds 
to believe, that a Correſpondence was kept between-the Papiſts 
in Dublin and the Enemy beyond the Shanon 3 and theretore on 
Sunday Night the 3oth. of November a general ſearch was 
made through the City, and moſt of the Papiſts ſecured. This 
Piece of Service the Militia performed very dextrouſly, with- 
out noiſe or ſuſpicion, till the thing was done. 


A Lift of te Thelaſt Packquets from England, brought a Liſt of the Pri- 
Privy-Council. yy Council, appointed by His Majeſty for the Kingdom of Ire 


land,as allo of ſeveral of the Judges:The Council were, The Lord 
Primate, the Lord Chancellor, Lord Treaſurer, Archbiſhop of 
Dublm, Duke of Ormond, Earl of Meath, Earl of Drogbeds, 
Earl of Longford, Earl of Renelab, Earl of Granard, Viſcount 
Lisburn, Bilhop of Meath, Robert Fitz:Gerrald Eſq; the Vice 
Treaſurer, Chancellor of the Exchequer, Chief Juſtice of the 
King's Bench, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, the Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, Maſter of the Rolls, Secretary of Scare, 
Maſter of Ordnance, Sir Henry Fane, Sir Charles Merideth, 
Wiliam Hill of Hillsborongh Eſquire. On Monday the Firſt of 
December, ſeveral of the ſaid Perſons attended the Lords Juſti- 
ces at the Council Chamber, and there took the uſual Oaths of 
Privy Councellors. Fhe Judges named for the Reſpedive 
Courts in Dublin were, Sir Richard Reynoll, Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the King's Bench, Sir Richard Stephens, one of the Juſtices of 
the ſame Court, Mr. Juſtice Lindo» being formerly ſworn 
there : In the Common Pleas, Mr. Juſtice Ferford/on, Mr. Ju 
ſtice Cox being formerly ſworn there: In the Exchequer, 
Fo. Healy Eſqz Lord Chief Baron, and Sir Standiſh Hartſfone 
Gne of the Barons of the Court, Mr. Baron Eckl being for- 
merly 
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merly ſworn there. This day we had News 6f the Enemies December. 
paſſing the Sharon at ſeveral Places, and O:;ders were ſent to wWWohu 


our Frontiers to be in readineſs ; and Colonel Gefaves Hambleton 
ſent a Party from Birr towards Portamna, who met with a Par- 
ty of the Enemy, which they routed, killing ſome, and 
brought off ewo Officers, with Eleven Priſoners being Dragoons 
and Foot.

December the 2d. A Proclamation was iſſued out by the Lords December, 
Juſtices and Council, forbidding all Their Majeſties A WW 


of Ireland, to uſe any Trade with France, or to hold any Cor- 
reſpondence or Communication with the French King or his 
SubjeRs : This was the firſt that was Signed by the ncil, 
and theſe were preſent, wiz. Fran. Dublin, Drogheda, Long ford, 
Granard, Lizhurn, Kobert FitzGerald, Amb. Meath, Charles 
Merideth. 

We had at that time an Account from Cork, that on the 
22d. of November laſt there were 60 of our Horſe and Foot, who 
met with near Five hundred of the Rapparees, in the Barony 
of Weſt Carberry near Ca#tlehaven ; our Men at that diſadvan- 
tage Retreated towards Caſtiebawen, the Enemy followed in 
the Rear, and fired at a diſtance ſeveral times, our Party facing 
about killed Nine ; and afterwards being Attacke again, they 
killed one Brown an Enſign of the Enemies. The Enemy next 
day Beſieged Caftlhtown, an Houſe near Caſtlebawen ; they were 
Commanded by O Donavan, O Driſcoll, and one Barry: As they 
approached the Houſe, our Men killed Twelve of them; 
this put them into an humour of Retreating, though one 
Captain Mackronine with his Sword drawn endeavoured to hin- 
der them ; but he and ſome more of the Party being kill'd, 
the reſt got away as well as they could. Several of chem had 
Bundles of Straw faſtned upon their Breaſts inſtead of Armour 3 
but this was not Proof, for about Thirty of them were killed 
upon the Spot, amongſt whom were young Colonel O Driſco!, 
Captain Tiege O Donavan, belides ſeveral that went off Wound- 
ed ; we loſt only two Men. 


At this time Colonel Byerley being at Mountmelick with part of R4?p4rees dex 


his own Regiment, and ſome of Colonel Earl's Foot, he was 
frequently Allarumed ; as well by Parties of the Iriſh __ as 
by Conſiderable Numbers of the Rapparees, who had a deſign 
to burn the Town, as they had \"_ leyeralothers ——

December. but the Colonel was very watchful, and kept good Intelligence 
WO (a main Matter in this Aſfair.) He was told of a Party that 
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deſigned to burn the Town ; and he took care to have all his 
Men, both Horſe and Foot, in readineſs to welcome them ; 
but they heard of his Poſture and durſt not venture ; however 
on the Third of December he had notice of a Body of Rapparees, 
that were not far from the Town, and deſigned him a mifſ- 
chief 3 he ſends out Lieutenant Dent with Twenty Horſe, and 
ordered each Horſeman to take a Muſquereer behind him 3 when 
the Horſe came almoſt within fight of the Rapparees, they 


* dropt their Foot, who marched cloſely behind che Hedges un- 


perceived by the Enemy, When the Enemy efpied fo ſmall a 
Party of Horſe, they Advanced from the ſide of the Bog to- 
wards them; the Horſe ſeem'd to Retreat a little, till the Rap- 
parees were Advanced within Muſquet-ſhot of our Foot, who 
firing amongſt them, kill'd ſeveral, and then Lieutentant Dent 
fell in with his Horſe; as alſo the Foot Charged them a ſecond 
time, that after ſome reſiſtance they kild Thirty nine, and 
took Four, whom they hanged without any further Ceremo- 
ny. Thereſt eſcaped to the Bogs, and in a moment all dif 
appeared 3 which may ſeem ſtrange to thoſe that have not ſeen 
it, but ſomething of this kind I have ſeen my felt ; and thoſe 
of this Party aſſured me, that after the Action was over, ſome 
of them looking about amongſt the' Dead, found one Dun a 
Serjeant of the Enemies, who was lying like an Octer, all under 
Water in a running Brook, (except the top of his Noſe and his 
Mouth ;) they broughe him out, and although he proffer'd 
Forty Shillings in Eng/iſb Money to fave his Life (a great Ran- 
ſom as he believed) yet he was one of the Four that was hang- 


Hhw the Ray. 0d. When the Rapparees have no mind to ſhow themſelves 
parees conceal upon the Bogs, they commonly finkdown between ewo or three

About this time the Lords Juſtices Ordered Four Long Boats, Bats fitted up 
like Men of Wars Pinnaces, to be fitted up with Pattereros and #o 5e ſent to 
liecle ſmall Guns, the Sides to be fortified with Boards and other the Shanon. 


Materials, and thoſe to be filled with a hundred Choice Men, 
commanded by Captain H»ord, who had been Provoſt Martial, 
but turned our f&r ſome Irregular things$ and was refolved to 
do ſome deſperats Service to be readmitted. '' Theſe Boars 


. were to be drawn upon Carriages to the Shanon, and there 


ut in ; the Deſign was very plauſible, and might have done 
hwdns if purſued; for there are ſeveral Hands in the Sha- 
non; wherein the Iriſh have very-conſiderabls Riches ; and be- 
ſides, Hoord and his Men deſigned toi take Incurſions into the 
Enemies Country, and to burn and deſtroy all' before them 3 
if a ſmall Party appear'd, then they would fhght them, bur if 
a great Body, then they could rerfeat to their Fleet, and go a- 
way to another Place : And further, one deſign of thoſe Boas, 
was'tQ carry over a part of our Army (at leaſt their Necetſa- 
ries) that ſhortly deſigned an Expedition beyond the Shanor 3 
but the Boats were ſtopt beyond Mullingar and ordered to go no 
further. 


Nigh this time, one Kirowen, an Iriſh Officer; came from A Sy ſeized, 


Athlone to Mullingar, he pretended to be a Deſerter, and told a 
fair Story ; but next day a Proteſtane that made his eſcape, 
gave an Account, that he was a Spy, and had: ſome bad De- 
bgns ; upon which being examined and ſearched, he had on a 
Pair of Breeches, made of the Petticoat of a Gentlewoman 
whom he had murdered, and upon ſtrict examination of his 
Boy and others, it appear'd, that he was ſent on purpoſe to burn 
the Garriſon, ſo was the Satwrday following hanged for his pains. 
There was alſo a Diſcourſe, as if the Papiſts had a delign to 
burn Dwblim when the tiſþ Army was to approach, which they 
expected every day: this was diſcovered by a Letter trom 
Lieutenant Colonel Poogen's Lady to him in Limerick: the Let- 
ter was intercepted, fie. we an Account, that the Protected 
Papiſts were ready to join with the ih Army in _ us what 
miſchief they could ; upon which moſt ofthem were ſecared{(as 
I have faid) but however thoſe of them that would take the Oath 


ot 
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ecember. of Allegiance to K. I. and Q. AM. were releaſed (but the refu- 
WS fers kept in Prifon,) yer were Ordered by a Proclamation from 


the Lords Juſtices and Council December the Eight, to obey the 
former Orders, in removing from Dublin, and all Their Maje- 
ſties Garriſfons on the Frontiers. And ſeveral of the Papiſts 
who had Sons in the Enemies Quartars, having made Applicati- 
on to the Lords Juſtices, for further time to bring chem 1n, pur- 
ſuant to a Proclamation November the 19th. they ſet out ano» 
ther December the $:h.- allowing them time till che Tenth of 
Zanuary ; but for all this, I heazd of very. few that came 
over. Another Proclamation was Dated the ſame day, Orde- 
ring all the Laws in that Kingdom, for the Reſtraining the Ex- 
portation of Wooll, to be put in Execution, except to England 
and Wales only,, and this with Licence after the uſual manner. 
We had-an Account from Clonmel, that Captain Archer, with 
a Militia Troop, met with a Party of the Ib, kill'd Twenty 
five, and took a Booty of Three hunder'd Cows, with ſeveral 
other things. And Colonel Woolſley ſent word, that what Proviſi- 
ons and Ammunition were ſent to the. Nerth, were ſafely arrived, 
his Men having kilPd Eight of the I; the day betore, and 
hang'dThree Spies. And about the middle of December, we had 
News from Limerick by a Deſerter, that all things were very ſcarce, 
che Soldiers wanting both Meat and Cloaths. But Leiutenane 
Kelly, who was taken Priſoner at Birr, and now releaſed, ſays the 
Iriſh are not in ſo very bad a Condition, becauſe they have got 
nigh Ten thouſand Horſe load of Corn out of the County of 
Kerry this Winter, which poſſible we might as well have had as 
they, it we had been as diligent. 
- Nigh this time one Mack Finin, one, of the Prifoners that e- 
ſcaped from Cork (as they ſay a great many did by ſiniſter 
means) marched with a Party of about 400 of the Army and 
Rapparees towards Iniskeen in the County of Cork, and finding 
it guarded, they went to Caſtletown, where there was a Licuten- 
ant and Thirty Dragoons ; they defended the Place bravely for 
lome time, killing Ten of the Enemy, but their Ammunition 
being ſpent, and having Five of their Men kil'd, they were 
forced to ſurrender upon Quarter, but the Lieutenant was at 
rerwards murdered, though a Party coming from Iniskeen from 
Major Califord, ſet upon the Fiſh, kill'd Twelve, and took 
Five Priſoners. "

The Lords Juſtices and Council now fearing, that in-thoſ: December. 
Houſes where there dwelt Papiſts, if any publick Trade was W WW 


kept, as to the ſelling of Ale, Wine, Coffee, &c. they might 
be Plotting and Contriving Miſchief ; therefore chey Publiſh a 
Proclamation, December the 12:h. That no Papiſt ſhall keep a 
Publick Houſe in or about the City of Dubln, after the 25th. of 
December next. And now His jeſty —_— for Holland, 
and having thoughts of making my Lord Sidney one of the Se- 
cretaries of State, ſent for him over, who on Monday the 1 516. 
of December Embar with a Fair Wind for Cheſter, leaving 
every one ſorry for his departure, in that by his Aﬀable and 
Courteous Demeanor, and his Diligence in His Majeſties Service, 
he had gain'd the Hearts of all People. And on the 246. Sir 
Charles Porter, one of the Lords Juſtices came from England, who 
on the 29th. was ſworn Lord Chancellor, receiving the Purſe 
and Great Seal from the late Commiſſioners. 

We had now a part of our Army on their March towards 
Lanesborowgh-Paſs, Commanded by Major General Kirk and 


Sir Jobn Laneir ; the Foot were my Lord Luburn's Regiment, rough. 


my Lord George Hambleton's, part of Col. Brewer's, ſome of Major 
General Kirkt's, and ſeveral others: A Party of the Militia alſo 
were ordered from Dubliz, and thoſe in the Country were to 
be up on all bands. - Art the fame time Lieutenant General 
Douglas was to march towards Sligo, and fall upon the Fiſh on 
that ſide. 

On Wedneſday, the 31 of December, pare of our Army un- 
der Colonel Brewer, went towards Lanesborough: The Enemy 
appeared on the Bog on this fide the Town, being, as they 
ſay, nigh Three Thouſand, and had cut ſeveral Trenches 
crols the Cauſeys that go through the Bog towards the Town z 
theſe they diſputed for ſome time, but loſing ſome of their 
Men, they retired into Town, and from thence to beyond 
the Shanon, defacing the Fort on this ſide, and breaking the 
Bridge behind them : (You'll ſay they were not very cloſely 
purſued that had time to do all this) However, our Men took 
poſlefſion of the Town and Fort, as they had left it; and if 
we had had the Boats, we might have gone over, the Ene- 
my quitting the other ſide for at leaſt Three Days; but then 
we were too ſmall a Party : and before the reſt of our Men 
Game up, Three Regiments of the Iriſh were poſted on =

If therefore we defire 
that our Armics and Fleets may make a conſiderable Figure in 
the World, let us not grudge at and cenſure every thing our 
Betters do, but be careful to do our Duty to God and Man, 
then after the enduring for a Seaſon the Inconveniencies of 
War, - we may: hope to be happy in a laſting Peace. Amen.
